Tlie iutoUigc'iK-e of the clisallowance 
of the Local Act wliich wna intondeJ 
to squeeze 21 per cent, interest out of 
poor settlers who were in arrcarn for 
money due tlio Oovemmeuton account of 
land purclinscd, and eventually dispos- 
sesa them of their holdings, had doubt- 
less been received ou the ^lairiland 
■prith feelings of profound satisfaction. 
It cannot be denied that the present is 
a very trying season for nil classes of 
our;popuiation^ ai^d up.on no class 1ms 
the depression fallen so heavily as ujion 
v tjie/fanning community. Nearly uU 
the settlors who nro in arrears for their 
lands came here a few years ago in an- 
ticipation of an eai-ly couiuienciiuiont of 
railway work. They cleared, fenced, 
ploughed and planted lands and erected 
homes for their families and barns !ind 
stables to accommodate crops ami live 
stock. In consiLloration of the ovidencC' 
they had given of an intention to re- 
main permanently in the country tlicy 
counted ui)on the utmost leniency on. 
the part of the Oovormnent in dealing 
with their financial oblip[atious to thh 
Treasury. In the countries from which 
they had emigrated — Ontario, not.'ibly 
— it was the practice of the Govern- 
ments to present new-comers with free 
grants of land ; and not alone that to 
assist them with pecuniary advances of 
a solid and substantial character at a 
rate of interest much Ijelo\s- that at 
which money couUl ho obtained from 
the private leiulci-. J U(lg(^ the sui [n'ise 
of these poor people, who, luwing pur- 
cha.sed land on credit from the (!o\ i>i n- 
mcnt, and incurred other lialiiliiies, 
when .suddenly called upon (o p.iy \ip 
all arrears due the (iovornnient under 
penalty of having i' 1 per cent, per an- 
num added to the liability and their 
lands and improvements sold to satisfy 
thoQovernnient's claims. No .situation 
more hopeless than that of the settlers 
on the Lower Frascr could well he im 
.agined. In the early suuHuer they 
had to contend with a tlood that over- 
Bowed cultivated field.s. They had to 
face short crops and dull, unrcmuuera- 
tive markets. .And then ciinie the 
moHcj'.'.ito c.'.y'. rjnvfvninoiit tax- 

gatherer, each presenting his " lit tle 
bill" which drew " blood " from every 
pore. There was no remedy. If the 
settler survived the flood, .short crops 
and poor market.s, he was coaiijolled to 
run the gauntlet of a troublesome in- 
sect on one side and the tax-collector 
on all aides — both thirsting for his 
gorel If he escaped the former the 
latter was sure to corral him ; and gen- 
erally between the two he came out a 
thoroughly used up man, with just 
sufficient flesh left to cover his atten- 
uated anatomy. A month ago wo be- 
lieved a general break-up of the farm- 
iDg interests of the Mainland from 
Fraaermottth to Okanagan inevitable. 
The farmers were unable to meet the 
Old SorOOQE demands of the Treasury, 
and in some cases were prepared to 
sacrifice or abandon their property. It 
is said that at the Treasury the Fi- 
nance Minister was preparing for a 
catastrophe and that orders had be.en 
issued to the tax-gatherers throughout 
the Mainland to be "swift, prompt and 
energetic " in the collection of arrears 
with 24 per cent, added. If money 
could not be had they were to take 
steers at the rate of SIO per head ; 
cows at $8 ; hogs and sheep at §1.50 ; 
geese and fowls at 50 cents each, and 
eggs at two bits a dozen. To take care 
of the spoil the tax-collectors were to 
be accompanied on their rounds with 
an army of vaqucros or cattlc-liorders, 
and a number of Chinese bearing a 
basket at each end of a long pole in 
which to stuff the small stock and the 
eggs I Happily, these extreme mea- 
sures cannot now be resorted to. T!ie 
settlers will not be despoiled of mov- 
ing stock or egg.^, and tlioso who have 
already submitted to the unjust de- 
mand may apply for n refund. The 
Dominion Qovernnient have stopped 
the outrage with the decree of disal- 
lowance, and the Finance Minister's 
measure to despoil and depopulate the 
Mainland has fallen through. 

We have written this artic.'le with a 
feeling of sincere thankfulness towards 
the Dominion Government wlu-^ ha\-e 
shown by this act that they have a 
higher and better appreciation of the 
real situation of the settlers of I'iritish 
Columbia than our own rulers have. 
It now only remains for the Dominion 
Government to disallow the .\ct that 
imposes a penalty of 2') per cent, ad- 
ditional and 18 per cent, per annum on 
unpaid ta.xes to earn tiio never-failing 
gratitude of the people of the Pacific 
Province.

There are peo- 
ple with an ambition to inscribe their 
names on tho highest mountain tops 
The Aljjs of Switzerland liave peaks so 
lofty as to be far above the clouds, and 
the ^[atterhorn is one of them, which, 
if these adventurous spirits knew what 
was wise, they would permit to rest in 
the solitude of its grandeur, without .nt- 
temping to explore its upper myst(Tie.s. 
Mr. Fred. Wliympcr, formerly of Sa.'i 
^""ranciaco, gives tho following account 
of an ascension bv himself and six 
other ])erHons, all of whom came near 
losing their lives. 

His party consisted of Lord Francis 
L^ougla.i, the Rev. M. llud.son, Mr. 
Tladow, ^lichael Croz, one of fiie hmt 
guides in .Switzerland, and two other 
guides, named Taugwalder. Thea.scent 
was safely achieved, but in descending, 
roped lotrether in a lino, .Mr. Hadosv 
slipped and ujt.sot Oroz, tho shock jerk- 
ing iNIr. lEudson and Lord Francis 
from their feet. Had not the rope 
snapped, all seven nuist have fallen 
together ; as it was, tho four leading 
men rolled heli)les3ly over a precipice 
of 1,000 foot, at the foot of which their 
bodies wcro found tho next day by the 
three survivors.

The snobbery which apes fashion fol- 
lows in the course of empire, and takes 
its way westward towards Netting 
Hill, or south-west towards Earl's 
Court. The very namo of bo.irding 
house seems to have grown obsolete. 
Ifc is a private hotel for ladies and gen- 
tlemen and families, where references 
are given and rerpiired — a "residential 
club," to which in theory no one who 
cannot furnish proper certificates of 
character is admitted. Tt is, in fact, 
so far as its title goes, e\ erything but 
what it is in reality. 

This pretense ami dece[itioii [lervade 
the entire atmosphere of the place. As 
the house refuses to indicate its true 
character in its name, so its proprietor 
persistently declines to confess his real 
calling and position in life. He is a 
philanthropist, wiiose attention has 
been drawn to the deficiencies and cost- 
liness of hotel accoinoclat ion intliocajii- 
tal, and who has decitled to ventilate 
certain beneficent theories of his own. 
Ho is a gentleman, probably a cidevani 
ofFicer in one of the services, who, like 
his wife, is a scion of the aristocracy, 
and who condescends to idace certain 
exceptional social [irivileges within 
reach of the waifs and strays of hu- 
manity who float to his hosi)itable por- 
tal. Or it is the old story, and the 
married couple who are unblessed witli 
babes find that they have a super- 
fluity of conviMiieiit accominodatioii, 
and so give to others out of their own 
abundance. Whatever the statement 
may be, it is always sure to be some- 
thing that is not the plain, obviou.s, 
unvarnished truth. The man who has 
scraped together a little cajiital, and 
has invested it in a jicnttioii of the kind 
now spoken of, as a s])eculation, will 
give any account of liim.sclf and his 
motives, save those which lie on tho 
surface, clear for all to see. He is a 
sort of exaggerated lodging-house keep- 
er, with all the vulgar, greedy instincts 
of tho race to which he belong.s. He 
hns, perhaps, married a lady's maiil or 
nursery governess, wdio, on tho 
strength of a situation in a titled house, 
has the peerage at lier fingers' ends, 
and is an oracle on points of precedence. 
As are the master and the mistress, so 
are the house and its inmate.s. Tho 
furniture and decorations are cheap 
and gaudy, or olso are sicklied over 
with the pale hue of a sham a'stheti- 
cism. From top to bottom, from attic 
to basement, it is the palace of pre- 
tense, the home of humbug. Yet it 
has its amusing and edifying aspects. 
It is a menagerie of human curiosities 
as well as an organized iraj^osturc. The 
pervading characteristic is that every 
gentleman and lady are possessed by a 
consuming thirst for information about 
their neighbors. If they know nothing, 
they imagine everything. The same 
sort of people who haunt those now 
Agapomones are to bo found nowhere 
else upon tho faco of the earth. One 
does not meet them in private houses 
or hotels. One occasionally catches a 
glimpse of them in foreign pensioivj; 
but tiiere can be no doubt that tho 
final aim of their existence is to put money 
into the pockets of the keeper of the 
British boarding house a la mode. The 
elderly Irish gentleman, who has serv- 
ed his country in impossible climates 
and unknown latitudes — a disagreeable 
combination of incipient paralysi.s and 
efTeto passion — with a son who is \iev- 
petually despatched to and from the 
city, and who is youthful reserve per- 
soniliod ; the black-coated swain who 
danced attendance on a middle-aged 
spinster, wlio-is always humming a 
tune, and who, from his appearance, 
may be either cleric or convict; the 
mysterious guest, who, from his oos- 
tuuie, might be a candidate for admis- 
sion to tho casual ward — these are 
only a few of the types whose almost 
exclusive haunt is the "residential 
club. " 

But it is the ladies of the establish- 
ment who give tho place its true char- 
acter. A society of female Lshmaelites 
simalating the existence of an affec- 
tionately united family, is calculated to 
produce some odd and even scandalous 
result.^, and the life of those daughters 
of Eve alternates between a condition 
of millennial peace and volcanic erup- 
tion. The chances aro that none of 
the ladies of the society iiave ever mot 
each other face to face before, but it 
will be hard iiuleeil if they are desti- 
tute of a mutual knuwlctlgc of their 
antecedents, or if they cannot, by ap- 
plying themselves industriously to the 
work, rake up a certain amount of 
mud. So Mrs. A. nods significantly 
at Mrs. B. wdien the name of Mrs. C. 
is mentioned, and determines to paj- a 
visit to her friend Mrs. D., who lives 
in a contiguous suburb, with a view of 
seeing whether she cannot obtain some 
information as to the manner in which 
Mrs. C. left her husband. The sweet 
company meet at dinner, and when the 
adjournment to the drawing-room 
takes place the amiable conductress of 
the chorus of gossips commences to 
put a series of leading questions.

A Byliw to^rolMt the erection ofWoodtn 
; Bmldings''x6iihm' certain, Fw J^ 
within the^City of Victoria : 

1. That such part of tne City bounded 
on the Nortii by Johnson streut, on the 
South by Fort street, on the East by 
Broad 'strdeb, and on the \N'eat by the 
Water Prontngc be hereby declared witli- 
in the Fire Limits of the City of Victoria. 
The ceiitro of Johnson to centre of Fort 
from centro of Broad shidl bo limits re- 
ferred to above. 

2. All Buildings hereafter elected with- 
in the File Limits shall have their outside 
Walb and party Walls made of Brick, 
Stone or other incombustible tnaterinlantl 
such outside Walls shall extend four feet 
above Wall Plaie of Koof , and 3)arfcy Walls 
shall al.so extend to same lieii,'ht above 
W.ill i'late of Eoof. Hoofs shall be cov- 
ered with such material as will afl'ord jiro- 
tection against Fire and the Walls shall 
be so con.structed lus to scpmate all Wood 
Work thoroughly and completely of the 
interior and -exterior of such Buildinp 
from all and every part of the interior nnd 
exterior of any adjoining Building. If 
the apex of Unof should exceed the height 
of Fire Walls, then the Roof must be 
covered with aueh material as will aft'oril 
protection against Firo. In the case of 
Gables the Walls are to be carried up to 
the full height of the Apex of said Roof. 
The term Building, as applied in this 
Section, shall not include Privioa or 
Sheds for storage of Coal, Wood or Wharf 
Sheds. 

3. All Repairs to Buildings constructed 
of brick, stone, or other incombustibla 
materials, shall be made to conform to 

this Ordinance. 

■t. The Wooden Building within the 
said Fire Limits shall not be altered or 
changed without the written permission of 
thu (Jhief Engineer of the ^'ictoria Fire 
Department, approved by a majnrity of 
the Firo \Nnrdens, which pe.riitit nhall 
specify fully the ttlterations or changes re- 
quired, aiul no such permit shall bo given 
if any incroa.so will Ijc made by the pro- 
posed change or alteration in the size of 
any Wooden Building witliiii the said 
Limitti, ur if such repairs or alterations 
will increase the value of such building 
more tlian Twenty-five por cent. The ap- 
plications therefor and a cop}' of each of 
such permits shall bo kept on file in thu 
otiice ot tlio City Clerk. _ 

5. No Building- -within the said Fire 
Limits shall bo removed except to a \K)t- 
tion of tlio same lot on which it stands or 
to a point outside the Firo Limits. 

0. Whenever any building sliall' be by 
any moans so much injured as to bb, in 
the judgment of the Chief Engineer and 
n innj'u-ity nf tho Firo Wardens, a dan- 
gei-ous nuisance, or when any Wooden 
Building witl.>.in the said Fire Limits' siiali, 
in the judgment of tho Chief Engineer 
and a majority of tlio Firo Wardens, be 
damaged b^ fire to the extent of ,6ne-liaJf 
or more of its actual value, the Chief En- 
gineer sh.all cause to be served upon tho 
owner or person having control thereof u 
notice requiring such per.son to remove 
the same forthwith, and tho person re- 
ceiving such notice shall within ton days 
after receiving tho same comply with the 
•requirements thereof. . '■ 

7. One Slonj TJidV^/iiij.i— Fbunoft'tions 
to be notlcss than eighteen inches in thick- 
ness and not le.ss than eighteen inches 
in tlic hard cl.ay or tjravol, as the case may 
be, brick walls to be not less than twelve 
inches thick. Two Slorij /ii(i7</t(i(/(!— 
Foundations to be not leas than twenty- 
two inches thick and not loss than eign- 
teon inches in the hard clay or gravel, tin 
tho caflc may be. Br'uk (r<(//j— Ground 
floor to be not less than seventeen inches 
thick; first floor not less than twelve 
Indies thick. 

8. Any person or persons violating any 
of tho provisions of this Bylaw shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
on convjolion thereof before the Police 
Court shall be punished by a fine of not 
less than ten or more than ono hundred 
dollara, and each day of maintaining or 
continuuig such violation sliall be'd^med 
a new oft'enco and punished accordingly. 

9. The Chief Engineer of tho Victoria 
Firo Department and tho Fire Wardens 
are required to see that tlie provisions of 
this Bylaw are enforced and to make com- 
plaiiita in the Police Court for violation 
thereof. . -. . 

10. This Bylaw may be cited for all 
purposes as " Tlie Bylaw for Prohibiting 
tho Erection of Wooden Buildings, 1879. '
